REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach controlling an array of n electrostatic actuators with n (integer number) 
switches operably connected to a high voltage generator and each switch being directly 
connected to one of the n electrostatic actuators with n capacitors connected in parallel 
to each of the n actuators for receiving voltage from said high voltage generator through 
the switch and a central processor for controlling the desired voltage. The processor 
controlling the time each of the n switches is closed to apply the voltage to the 
capacitors and electrostatic actuators establishing and/or restoring the desired voltage 
and the central processor calculating the voltage leakage for each of the n electrostatic 
actuators and capacitors to determine the time the switch is closed.
